The Subject Matter Education 


basic subject matter human education (1) changes 
human beings not merely physical physiological changes, 
but changes ideas, skills, attitudes, any changes 
thoughts, feelings, and emotion will, and (2) how such changes 
are brought about human beings. 


The Natural Science Education

Fragmentary Character the Subject, Education 

actually formulated and studied the universities, the 
subject, Education, not integrally organized. not single 
organon, but group fragmentary studies, elementary 
education, secondary education, university education, vocational 
education, adult education, educational administration, educa- 
tional supervision, educational psychology, tests and measure- 
ments, educational sociology, mental hygiene, and not forgetting 
the psychology different subjects. There are even educational 
psychologies and educational sociologies. This fragmentary and 
piecemeal presentation the subject the natural science level 
makes all the more imperative the integration the subject 
the philosophical level, and even sub specie aeternitatis.

The processes self-education 
and learning have not yet come into their own. short, edu- 
cation field knowledge more concerned with the art 
teaching than with the science human education. 


The Normative Science Education 


possible, too, have normative science education. 
shall need know the facts, the description what changes 
human beings actually occur, but our interest not merely 
know them but evaluate them. They become better worse. 
This judgment will always with reference some norm 
standard. The standard may almost anything. may 
good Christian. For our immediate purpose not 
important determine how these norms were determined. They 
may determined the individual group who have taken 
secured possession the government state. They may 
determined religious organization. They may evolved 
slowly phase social development. They may worked 
out individual scholars. They may taken over from phil- 
osophical system, from theology. They may worked out 
individual for himself. However the standard norm 
developed, the educational facts are judged the extent which 
they promote achieve the accepted norm standard. 


The Biology Education 
Because looms large the horizon, may say word 
about the sociology education. sociology several sociologies 
education have been formulated. Perhaps something ought 
said first about two other facets education. There are 
other efforts integration education with particular sciences 
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organization subject matter, besides sociology. There may 
biology education, but comprehensive biology educa- 
tion such has been developed. Biological data are part 
all educational theory and Father Shield’s work they played 
important part his educational thinking and philosophizing. 
This was true also Earl Barnes. see it, too, the first 
and second Spencer’s five aims education: the education 
for self-preservation and for indirect self-preservation. see 


The Psychology Education 

The integration psychology and education has reached 
high stage development the scientific This was the 
first and the most completely developed the associations 
education and particular science, natural normative. Educa- 
tional psychology emphasizes the individual. utilizes the psy- 
chological data how the mind works sensation, perception, 
imagination, judgment, reasoning, emotion, and for the 
purpose understanding how the individual learns. tends 
largely intellectual and has emphasized education the school 
activity. More recently has utilized, considerable degree, 
the data psychiatry and mental hygiene with much needed 
emphasis emotion. Generally speaking, its emphasis has been 
the educational process presumptively isolated individual. 
Hence the need for sociology education. 


The Sociology Education 

The sociology education, using the data social psychology, 
has emphasized the social factor education. points out that 
learning also social process, that the interaction mind 
the social milieu the classroom factor learning and 
that the social milieu source ideas and attitudes 
absorption without directed teaching. The informal processes 
education are, therefore, emphasized. The sociology education 
emphasizes, too, the social end. The adaptation the individual 
his environment means not merely, the biological origin 
the terms suggest, the physical environment but the whole range 
that President Butler includes his spiritual environment, his 
institutional, his social (including political and economic), his 
aesthetic, and his religious inheritance. The sociology educa- 
tion affects the aim and object education, the process, and the 
matter education, the curriculum. affects, too, the school 
its internal organization, social institution and its function 
the larger social order. One the most striking statements 
the sociology education was the recent statement policy 
the Harvard Educational Review. 


The Philosophy Education 


There approach education, using all the facts and 
norms values natural science education and norma- 
tive science education, that may what called philosophic. 
aims bringing into relationship human reason alone all 
the facts the science education and the hierarchy human 
values, including the nature and purpose man, the nature 
human acts, the mind, learning and teaching, short all 
factors affecting the aim and end education, its methods, its 
organization, its content, and the learner. aims determine 
the highest human values, aim, objective, there 
highest the hierarchy values, and then organize the material 
about them. establishes value system among the norms 
the normative science education and comprehensively takes 
within its purview all human values they are related the 
process creating them individual human beings. Philosophy 
uses only the human reason its search for the truth. 


Theology Taboo Education 
Another level from which education may conceived 
the theology education. The title hardly respectable and 
many circles taboo. This was indicated connection with 
one the significant challenges President Hutchins. 
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The Higher Learning, says the medieval period: 


Theology ordered the truths concerning man and man; humanism 
was theocentric; man loved his brothers God. Theology ordered 
the truths man and nature, for God created the world; created 
man live it, and placed him definite relation other creatures 
God the first truth and the last end. 


But President Hutchins obviously thinks there use pro- 
posing theology means unity knowledge for today: 


But these are other times; and are trying discover rational 
and practical order for the higher learning today. Theology 
banned law from some Universities. might well from the 
rest. Theology based revealed truth and articles faith. 
are faithless generation and take stock revelation. The- 
ology implies orthodoxy and orthodox church. have neither. 
look theology unify the modern university futile and vain. 


And omit faith and revelation from theology are sub- 
stantially the position the Greeks, Hutchins says, who 
organized their knowledge first principles into 
this way suggested can avoid the problem theology. 
President Hutchins says: 


‘Metaphysics, then, the highest science, ordered the thought 
the Greek world theology ordered that the Middle Ages. One 
the other must called upon order the thought modern 
times. cannot appeal theology, must turn metaphysics. 
Without theology metaphysics unified university cannot exist. 
(Hutchins, Higher Learning, pp. 


From the scholar’s standpoint, from the standpoint the 
organization knowledge, the problem theology should 
faced and should rejected not because banned law, 
not because not like it, think unworthy study, 
because not popular, but only because “mythology” 
not “knowledge,” not within the purview the scholar nor 
the intellectual and moral need human beings. the purpose 
this paper indicate what the significance theology 
educational theory and generally thinking about education. 
have practically rejected theology for metaphysics for what 
goes the name but might well find 
out what happens our educational theorizing should 
accept 

The field theology education centers God, His nature, 
His relation human beings, the function and nature creatures, 
the purpose His creation, His destiny. Theology, the word 
implies, the knowledge God; completely theocentric. 


Natural Theology and Education 


The knowledge may come two ways: comes from man 
using his human reason and finding out study the universe 
and its inhabitants about the nature God. The knowledge 
God acquired the human reason alone called natural 
theology. part philosophy, but strangely neglected 
the philosophy education. the philosophy education, 
the findings the natural theology their educational bearings 
are neglected, disregarded, rejected. Yet such findings 
natural theology have definite educational significance and they 
are essential part the whose use seems un- 
objectionable. These findings are: there God one God, 
intelligent, self-existing, infinitely perfect first and final Cause 
the Universe. His eternal and immutable knowledge can recon- 
ciled with man’s free will. The primary object God’s will 
divine goodness, and the end the universe the good 
creation. There exists divine Providence over the universe. God 
governs the universe through natural causes though miracles are 
possible. God’s co-operation the universe not incompatible 
with human freedom. Evil never directly willed God, but 
only indirectly and permissively.

The reaction the present-day philosophers education 
even more violent against what called sacred theology, the 
theology that uses the revelation for Christians, the 
New and Old Testaments, the teachings the Apostles, and 
tradition sources its knowledge. This theology proper, 
the queen, the first Science the Middle Ages. spite the 
violent reaction it, seems destined for more considera- 
tion than has had for well-nigh four centuries. The purpose 
Christian theology make clear and unequivocal ex- 
position the divine revelation, what God has taught man 
way distinct from and superior the way which man 
naturally acquires his knowledge,” and which could learned 
other way than God’s revelation through the prophets 
and patriarchs, through Christ himself, and through the Apostles. 
The content such revelations includes such truths as: the 
existence and attributes God, God Creator, the Holy Trinity, 
the angels, the divine government the world, the end man, 
human acts, the theological and cardinal virtues, Christ, the In- 
carnation, the redemption, and last things. 

Surely such truths have significance for the conduct life and 
hence for educational theory and practice. God made us, 
Christ came redeem us, there providence God, there 
heaven and hell and purgatory, there earthly guide 
matters faith and morals, surely there more practical 
more important concern for man than know 
what these truths mean life and education. Glance for 
moment some implications educational theory these truths. 


Important Questions Sacred Theology for Education 


two great fields, for example, the theology education will 
have important results for the science and also for the philosophy 
education. The first relates the destiny man. “Why did 
God make the Catechism formulation the question which 
education must face; and theology’s answer cannot continue 
overlooked. This the end and objective and also the ultimate 
aim education. The other aspect the nature the individual. 
Shall ask with Hamlet: “What this quintessence dust?” 
or, shall consider Genesis, and try understand and apply 
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“Man made the image and likeness God.” shall 
inquire with the Psalmist the meaning the statement that 
made little lower than the angels, and has crowned him 
with glory and honor.” And the even more fundamental fact 
theology that God created man. shall have tace the prob- 
lems his freedom, his creative capacity, his responsibility for 
self-direction and self-control. shall need face the problem 
the fall man and the problem original sin. Answers these 
and many other problems relating sacred theology surely 
have meaning for education. 


Theology Does Matter Education and Life 


Can American educational philosophy, generally speaking, dis- 
regard completely has done, theology? Does matter? 
would seem matter very much decisive fact, 
follow such reasoning John Ruskin’s The Crown Wild 
Olive. Take but one his the one applied war: 


made all the difference, asserting any principle war, 
whether assumed that discharge artillery would merely 
kneed down certain quantity red clay into level line 
brickfield; whether out every separately Christian name 
portion the ruinous heap, there went out into the smoke and dead 
fallen air battle, some astonished condition soul, unwillingly 
released. 


that so— and is, not only this instance but applied 
theology the guidance our life and our education. Ruskin’s 
reasoning found often literature, part the tradition 
which accept theory but not bother about the conduct 
life. Ruskin, too, notes this situation his day. says: 


For you address any average modern English company 
lieving Eternal life, endeavor draw any conclusions, from 
this assumed belief, their present business, they will forthwith 
tell you what you say very beautiful, but not practical. If, 
the contrary, you frankly address them unbelievers Eternal 
life, and try draw any conclusions from that unbelief, they 
immediately hold you for accursed person and shake off the dust 
from their feet you.

distinguishes man from animals. the moral 
sphere. the student’s preoccupation with his 
personal problems plunging him headlong 
into despair. the religious world, skepticism 
and crass materialism are casting shadows 
supernaturalism. Philosophically, the univer- 
sities are distorting truth, thereby crushing 
youth before even starts think. the 
economic sphere, wherein the salvation 
youth stake well his livelihood, 
communism threatens rob him his God- 
like dignity and reduce him cog 
machine. Youth’s prospects living the more 
abundant life are dim the light this 
situation. for Catholic educators 
rescue modern youth adhering unified 
objective which can dispel despair, override 
materialism, make known the truth, and suc- 
cessfully combat communism. This task Cath- 
olic educators can only they fuse their 
efforts mold particular kind Catholic. 
Without the constant vision the kind 
Catholic the Church wants her teachers 
produce, Catholic education risks becoming 
mere scaffold Erehwon. 


Our Goal Definite 


Catholic education social institution, 
and like all institutions has particular 
end.

For the true Christian 

must live supernatural life Christ: 
“Christ who your life,” 

and display all his actions:

The Church thereby makes unmistak- 
ably clear her teachers that they are not 
ape the public schools putting the em- 
phasis the making good businessmen, 
public orators, stellar athletes. Not that 
any one these things ignored 
belittled, for, continues the Holy Father: 


Christian education 

takes the whole aggregate human life, 
physical and spiritual, 

intellectual and moral, 

individual, domestic, and social, 

not with view reducing any way, 
but order elevate, 

regulate and perfect it, 

accordance with the example 

and teaching Christ. 


Nonetheless, while encouraging and super- 
naturalizing the variety activities common 
school life, the Catholic educator must 
mindful all times that the Church de- 
mands that put the emphasis the form- 
ing “other who can the 
present century what the Incarnate God did 
His. The Church commissions her teachers 
produce the supernatural man: 


Hence the true Christian,

The Catholic teacher’s objective un- 
questionably clear. The Church asks that her 
teachers co-operate with divine grace form- 
ing supernatural men who will display this 
supernaturalism all their dctions.

Grammar School Logic 


ECENTLY wide-awake principal 

parish school invited visit her 
religion class some seventh- and eighth- 
grade boys and girls. the previous even- 
ing had addressed large audience adults 
this relatively small Midwest town, under 
the title “Racial Myths.” These children, 
most whose parents were included the 
evening audience, for obvious reasons were 
not permitted attend the lecture. had 
been informed that there were resident 
Negroes the town and therefore assumed 
that these grammar school pupils, most 
them least, would not have had any per- 
sonal contacts with colored people. 


Protection from the Sun 


Our first step logical approach 
discussion “race” seemed explain 
them the chief difference between colored 
person and so-called white; these distinc- 
tions are usually based the amount 
pigmentation the skin, hair, and eyes, but 
most especially that the skin; also that 
unfortunately upon these surface differences, 
very unjust and ugly discriminations are often 
made. 

soon learned that all the class knew 
what means albino and that they 
all seemed appreciate the nature this 
particular defect, affliction which, be- 
cause hereditary deficiency, pigmenta- 
tion almost completely lacking the 
skin, hair, and eyes. 

explained further that skin pigmenta- 
tion, according its kind and intensity, serves 
protection against sunstroke and that as- 
sociated with and apparently proportion 
its amount and efficiency, all the dark- 
skinned peoples, including the Negro, are

naturally equipped with better quality, 
quantity, and distribution sweat glands 
those glands the inner skin which excrete 
the liquid waste known sweat perspira- 
tion. Thus the dark-skinned peoples are nat- 
urally endowed with superior skin equip- 
ment which important and necessary 
the regulation body temperature and, con- 
sequently, these dark-skinned peoples are able 
withstand the intense heat some the 
tropical countries. These regions, because 
their climatic conditions, are very difficult 
habitats for the ordinary light-skinned person. 
the same time, the superior skin equip- 
ment for adaptation hot climates does not 
handicap the dark-skinned person other 
types climate. The pigment, which gives 
color the eye, whether blue, black, 
brown, functions curtain which may 
said close and open automatically, thus 
regulating the size the pupil the eye 
protect against excessive light which 
causes the optic nerve. 
This eye pigment they saw necessary for 
perfect and permanent vision and that with- 
out it, albinos, those born without this pig- 
ment, always have defective eyes. 


Gray Hair 


also pointed out these children that 
the pigments, particularly those the hair, 
after reaching their optimum development 
during the prime life, begin decline with 
the onset old age and with some types 
illness other conditions deterioration. 
And seemed evident these eager 
listeners that the pigmentation the hair, 
skin, and eyes are perfections which are nec- 
essary for certain important 
ological functions and their efficiency probably 
directly proportional the amount and 
kind pigment present. 


Yet, Man’s Man 


Again calling their attention the differ- 
ences degree skin color the American 
Negro and the so-called white, pointed 
out the lamentable fact that, the basis 
these superficiai differences, Negroes the 
United States are often excluded from resi- 
dence many localities and are restricted 
segregation limits; that they are denied the 
service many hospitals and sanitaria, re- 
gardless their needs the rights which 
social justice might decree; that, only because 
their complexion, they are many times 
turned away from public parks and other 
recreation centers; that they are refused 
hospitality countless hotels and restaurants. 
South the Mason and Dixon Line, Negroes 
are not permitted ride except certain 
coaches the trains and they are definitely 
obliged accept prescribed seats the 
buses and streetcars. Throughout the country, 
spite such artists are Marian Anderson 
and Paul Robeson, Negro patrons, many 
places, are required occupy the less desir- 
able seats theaters and concert halls. 

Our Negro youth are still given only re- 
luctant admission some our schools and 
are actually denied the educational privileges 
many our so-called institutions learn- 
ing. Finally, and most paradoxically, colored 
people many localities are still isolated 
completely stupidly segregated even the 
House God and those who otherwise 
seem profess Christianity its full. 


Good Neighbors and Smart, Too 


These grammar school boys and girls, still 
unprejudiced and yet uninfluenced any 
expediency either economic purely selfish 
interests, sat with open eyes and ears, their 
youthful minds alert and reacting every- 
thing that had say them. 
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Remembering that although they were all 
very young, few them least might not 
have lived always this exclusively 
town, therefore asked for show hands 
those who had ever been acquainted with 
any colored people. Five hands were raised. 
Trusting fair demonstration the law 
average felt safe questioning these 
five children further even the presence 
much greater number who had personal 
contacts with the subject. asked each one 
these five individually what she 
thought these Negro acquaintances. Their 
answers were almost identical; were 
nice.” The fifth child, boy about years, 
added: lived next door Negro family 
for more than year and they were very 
nice people, good neighbors and smart too.” 


Why Are People 

Reacting these childish but very honest 
and beautifully simple answers, tried 
make the following comment: glad that 
all the Negroes you have known were 
course, you realize that with all 
classes human beings, there are some Ne- 
groes who are not ‘nice’; but their charac- 
ters and their conduct are not the least de- 
pendent upon influenced any way the 
color their hair, whether curly straight; 
nor their particular compiexion. This 
because other factors, many which, 
doubt, are the unfortunate conditions under 
which these particular Negroes were born and 
brought and which they are obliged 
live. Certainly, the average Negro who has 
suffered many privations, unfair dealings, and 
much ill treatment —all because the de- 
gree body pigmentation which has in- 
been and continually sub- 
jected greater tests character and 
personal nobility than his so-called white 
brother this great country ours. More- 
over, the whites too often have been stum- 
bling block and scandal these under- 
privileged citizens whose rights and human 
dignity they ignore. The virtuous Negro must 
resist many temptations hatred, revenge, 
dishonesty, and deceit which are the natural 
trials all human beings who suffer persecu- 
tions the hands their neighbors; must 
practice the opposing virtues heroic de- 
gree, many Negroes do. the other hand, 
people are likely forget these circumstances 
when they judge the Negro who fails these 
severe tests human frailty.” 


You Like Curly Hair? 


small girl seated the front row had 
head beautiful curly hair and inspired 
next question, “Why you think that 
nearly all white girls who have straight hair 
continually try make curly? And, the 
other hand, why many Negro girls want 
make their curly kinky hair straight?”

‘ster, when the Negro who very dark 
takes the kink out his hair can places 
because the whites know he’s Negro 
then.” 

“That quite true, and most white women 
and girls, especially, are glad pay sub- 
stantial fee beautician for marcelle 
‘permanent’ and the best explanation for 
this that everyone realizes that curly hair 
more attractive and beautiful than straight 
hair,” added.

the superintendent the diocese. The past 
quarter century has witnessed fine spirit 
co-operation the part these superiors 
who have advanced the professional growth 
religious teachers. Colleges 
ties are crowded with them the summer. 
Religious also attend smaller numbers 
during the other months the year.

The mental and physical fitness teachers 
asset the school; therefore, the 
reverend pastor, administrator the ex- 
ternals the school, has something gain 
when makes provisions for the health and 
dignity the teaching personnel. econo- 
mize coal oftentimes means degrees 
classrooms where much the time spent 
reading and writing. private lavatory 
room for teachers imperative need that 
should never overlooked. the teacher 
personify health and poise, then these bare 
necessities are not mere suggestions. Teach- 
ing from contented teachers very important 
and sometimes the lack thought con- 
cerning these health essentials that brings 
about discontent. Then, too, the willing and 
interested teacher must not “worked

The janitor, 
too, ought have private room, plainly 
marked with his name. ought not be, 
however, storeroom.

Projected Still Pictures the Classroom 
George Vander Beke, 


HAVE seen heard about the 

tremendous increase the use 
slides and slide films for the purpose in- 
struction during the war period just ended. 
The various courses the preinduction pro- 
grams our high schools were prepared 
around film slides supplemented with teach- 
ing and study manuals. Our boys studied 
aviation and watched slides depicting the 
various contours and distinctive features 
our own and enemy planes for purposes 
instant recognition. The first-aid techniques 
were shown the girls preparing themselves 
for Red Cross certificates along with slides 
about foods and nutrition problems. 

Because the war these students were 
highly motivated and much learning was 
achieved. doubt shall not obtain the 
same results now because the letdown 
after the conclusion hostilities. There are, 
however, some psychological values 
the use projected still pictures for the 
purpose acquiring knowledge. 

projected slide enables every member 
the class see enlarged representation 
the matter studied. The attention 
the student focused upon the main phase 
the problem under class discussion. Any 
contribution the discussion student 
the teacher may followed the whole 
group means reference the slide being 
viewed. still picture allows projection for 
the full time needed cover the matter under 
consideration. The slide good teaching 
device because prevents student distractions 
during the class period, since all must watch 
the screen follow the presentation the 
problem and the proposed solutions. 


Slides 


There are two sizes slides now 
common use. The standard size the 
4-in. glass sandwich type, and the 2-in. 
slide has come rapidly the front recent 
years. 

The standard slide in.) may 
prepared from photographic materials, cello- 
phane, paper cutouts, may hand colored. 

Sensitized glass the proper size may 
purchased from photographic supply houses. 
The ordinary film negative reproduced 
positive the same manner that paper 
positive developed, fixed, washed, and dried. 
clear piece glass called “cover glass” 
placed top mat paper which 
covers about in. around the margins the 
picture and the edges the two pieces 
glass are bound with tape. 

you have your school, 
the preparation slides should must 
project. The subject matter should cover the 
needs the whole school and the club mem- 
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bers will make slides for the English, social 
sciences, languages well the science 
classes. 

cellophane slide most suitable for the 
projection written material. piece 
cellophane, in. cut and piece 
carbon paper, in., folded with 
the carboned sides together. The cellophane 
between the carbon paper will now receive 
the typewritten handwritten matter. The 
typewriter used when cutting stencil. 
You then place the cellophane sheet between 
two clear pieces glass and tape all four 
edges. the slide used only once, 
tape only one side. 

the kindergarten and the primary grades 
cutout and silhouette slides are very useful. 
The figure projected cut out and 
placed between two cover glasses, the cut- 
out portion may thrown away and this area 
with its surrounding paper the size the slide 
in.) shown the screen. Dark, 
flat objects will become silhouettes when 
projected. 

reproduce graphs, charts, maps, etc., 
piece etched glass used. The subject 
matter traced from the paper the rough 
surface with pencil, crayons, ink. You 
place the slide over the paper and copy the 
material. Permanent slides should covered 
with clear glass and bound. 

The 2-in. slides are usually prepared 
from photographic materials. Because the 
small area they are not suited for handwork. 

The materials are taken from 35mm. 
bantam size film. The black and white 
Kodachrome positives are mounted between 
two glass covers bound the edges. 

The film developed from negatives 
was described above. The Kodachrome ex- 
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posures will returned you from the 
processing laboratory, mounted paper slides. 
you wish retain them permanently, they 
should mounted glass because the heat 
from the projection lamp may damage the 
film. 

Film Strip 

When the 35mm. film not cut into 
separate frames slides, becomes film 
strip. This best suited present subject 
matter definite sequence each time 
used. Picture will always follow picture 
and picture always comes after Thus the 
film strip may used illustrate definite 
lecture. This device may present the equiv- 
alent one hundred slides roll in. 
diameter and in. wide, thus saving much 
storage space. 

The black and white 35mm. film may 
bought rolls exposures and ex- 
posed any amateur photographer suit- 
able camera. Two 36-exposure rolls will equal 
slides. The film must developed 
positive the reversal process. The Koda- 
chrome film comes 18-exposure roll and 
the processing laboratory must instructed 
not mount the film slides. Some beautiful 
scenes are thus recorded. 


Projectors 

Three types projectors will described 
use the preceding media. The 4-in. 
machine, the 35mm. film strip, and the 
2-in. slide. 

The standard device used many 
schools today. There light source, 
leather bellows, and magnifying lens. The 
slide inserted between the lamp and the lens 
and the bellows raked out secure 
proper focusing. 

The film-strip projector has addition 
some hand device propel the film. 

The 2-in. slide machine usually in- 
cludes reflecting surfaces that the light rays 
are concentrated the smaller area projected. 

There are additional refinements some 
machines which add their efficiency and 
bring the cost. Your school budget should 
decide the type machine you wish 
purchase. 

always problem put the slides into 
the machine the proper manner. the 
following procedure adopted, will avoid 
much confusion when using slides dark- 
ened classroom. 

Put number mark the left lower 
corner the slide. Put the thumb the hand 
this mark and drop the slide into the ma- 
chine this manner, and the image will 
projected correctly. There are machines 
the market that will project both slide films 
and 2-in. slides. 

question frequently asked school ad- 
ministrators pertains surplus machines now 
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coming the market. must remem- 
bered that these devices have seen hard serv- 
ice during the war and, some cases, been 
very much abused. some war theaters there 
were unsatisfactory climatic conditions which 
induced rust and deterioration. Before pur- 
chase. such machines should inspected 
someone competent appraise these devices, 
but, unfortunately, this seldom possible. 
very probable that, once the reconversion 
problem has been settled, there will greatly 
improved machines available because the 
experience manufacturers during the war. 

possible, always have the projector dem- 
onstrated your school before buying. Like 
other mechanical devices always possible 
that something may cause malfunction 
critical time. necessary, therefore, con- 
sider the availability competent servicing 
facilities near your school when purchasing 
projector. 

will pay train corps student oper- 
ators your school. the elementary school, 
the seventh and eighth graders will called 
upon render this service.

The slides and film strips should cata- 
logued and the accompanying teacher manuals 
kept proper places. 
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The whole system should provide simple 
means safeguarding the materials while, 
the same time, making them readily 

good screen should available. The 
beaded-surface type the best for number 
variable classroom situations. will per- 
mit wide angle view all the members 
the class. 

Some means for darkening the room should 
provided. possible, every classroom 
should equipped with opaque shades 
drapes. take the class special projec- 
tion room means vacant room during many 
hours the day and takes away the study 
atmosphere that prevails the classroom. 
The projection materials are always instruc- 
tional devices and never entertainment fea- 
tures. There need make the additional 
preparations required use projectors unless 
the slides film strips will provide educa- 
tional values not found 
lectures. 

The teacher should select prepare her 
slides with definite instructional objective 
mind; otherwise the pupils will not receive 
greatest return knowledge. 


Practical Vocational Guidance 


HERE has been phase guidance 

about which more has been written than 
that vocational guidance. The impetus for 
organized guidance received its start the 
interest aroused the vocational aspect. 
Then the other fields guidance gradually 
grew importance until they, too, were placed 
the class organized guidance. 

What vocational guidance? Before 
define it, well make distinction be- 
tween knowledge and practice. Vocational 
guidance could, but essentially does not have 
to, include vocational training. One gives in- 
formation, the other gives practice. 


What It? 


Vocational guidance that direction given 
the individual through which may know 
the various occupations that exist; the ad- 
vantages, disadvantages, and requirements 
each; his own peculiar traits and character- 
istics; and the possibility personal success 
the field chosen.

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Just How Good Are 
Our Schools? 


The American Magazine had poll 
experts released early January, 1946, 
the subject of: “How well are the 
schools meeting the six functions which 
good schooling should perform?” The 
questions are all important questions 
though not all the important questions 
are included. The experts polled comprise 
impressive list “leading school su- 
perintendents, university specialists 
education, government officials the edu- 
cational field, and independent experts 
work closely related schools.” 

None them think are doing very 
well in: “fitting students for personal and 
family responsibility,” and “guiding them 
the use their spare time.” 

Two per cent the experts think 
are preparing the students very well for 
earning living. Only per cent think 
are preparing young people very well 
for democratic citizenship. Ten per cent 
the experts think are promoting very 
well good health and physical fitness, and 
per cent that are developing very 
well the three R’s. 

This should blow our self-satis- 
faction. will confirmed the num- 
ber experts this group who think 
are doing the jobs poorly. The six 
functions are listed below, with the per- 
centage the experts who think 
the particular job poorly: 
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Fitting students for personal and 
family responsibility per cent; 

Guiding them the use spare 
time per cent; 

Preparing young people for demo- 
cratic citizenship per cent; 

Preparing them for earning living 
per cent; 

Promoting good health and fitness 
per cent; 

Developing skill reading, writing, 
and per cent. 

significant itself that such 
body experts was willing express 
such opinions.

The Student Council Work 


HERE are numerous ways and situations 

any secondary school whereby and 
wherein students may practice democratic 
citizenship. One the most effective agencies 
functional civic education active, 
socially responsible student council. 

the present-day literature curricular 
and extracurricular activities secondary 
schools, considerable and increasing attention 
given student councils. Attention 
focused the idea that the greatest value 
for the student and for the school lies 
student participation school administration 
rather than student government. 

means democratizing the general 
administration the extracurricular program 
the school, administrators have seen the 
opportunity for students self-development 
citizens delegating students, through 
duly constituted organization like student 
council, responsible participation the 
administration the activity program. Stu- 
dent participation school administration has 
established itself and has justified its value 
during the past few decades secondary 
school growth and development. 

The data presented this report the 
study the student councils the secondary 
private schools Minnesota are compila- 
tion the results questionnaire sub- 
mitted thirty these private schools. The 
enrollment these schools varies from 
slightly less than one hundred for the smallest, 
more than eight hundred for the largest 
schools. 

analysis the returned questionnaires 
reveals the fact that probably two student 
councils are exactly alike, might well 
expected since two school settings are 
exactly alike. Schools military-training 
setup not find student council feasible; 
and schools the boarding school type would 
certainly meet with problems greatly vari- 
ance with those the regular public, 
parish schools. 

impossible discuss detail all the 
various types student councils that the 
questionnaire reports describe. However, upon 
careful study all them, can 
concluded that fundamentally all follow the 
same general underlying principle which 
the student council movement has gone for- 
ward is, provide democratic experi- 
ence for students through participation the 
management their school affairs. Another 
general major purpose agreed upon generally 
promote the welfare the school 
through proper student-faculty relationship.

Teaching Creative Writing

Next, the educational objective train 
writers for sort apostolate the Word, 
the matter talent must weighed care- 
fully. Poets, novelists, short story writers, 
news are much needed for 
Catholic writing posts. what better place 
start the apprenticeship than our Catholic 
high schools? Yet, accomplish the objec- 
tive, the educational process will have 
weed out the mediocre from the gifted. 

One the ways make such initial divi- 
sion require each student submit 
least two pieces writing any subject and 
any form. Then the instructor, the basis 
his own extensive literary background and 
writing experience, will, hoped, able 
evaluate the worth these offerings. Students 
who seemingly reveal promise are 
rejected from taking the coursc. 

Relatively speaking, the smaller the class, 
the better. the class runs over 18, the 
teacher undoubtedly will find the editing work, 
necessarily done outside class, much too 
heavy. Better keep the number down, 
possible, but, course, within reasonable lim- 
its. Fewer than students sometimes causes 
discussion sessions lag; while more than 
makes the outside reading themes burden.

13. you have some special interest re- 
lated this course? Thus, you think that, 
later on, you would like specialize any 
one field writing?

that first day, the student should 
urged follow the suggestion question 12; 
namely, keep diary, notebook ideas 
for stories and articles, stimulating clippings 
from varied sources, and short excerpts and 
quotations. Properly labeled manila envelopes 
may serve even better, perhaps, containers 
for these ideas. 


Opportunities for Self-Discovery 
Until student discovers through experi- 
mentation all writing forms where his 
greatest ability lies, should discouraged 
gently against the practice specializing. 
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creative writing course the outset should 
offer unlimited free-lance opportunity for self- 
discovery. The fields writing which vari- 
ous members the class show preference 
during their early months experimentation 
later can developed “unit” form the 
instructor. 

certain opportunism the part the 
teacher advisable during the first few 
months class. opportunistic philosophy 
that avoids the usual academic procedures 
laying down principles, superimposing general 
assignments irrespective individual student 
preference, and drawing 
plans for every week the semester which 
the student must adhere philosophy 
will probably obtain the best results. And 
while opportunism heartily recommended 
guiding philosophy for the entire course, 
anything short complete meth- 
ods during the opening weeks, least, will 
turn block the way realization educa- 
cational objectives. 

variation teaching techniques neces- 
sary maintain class interest reasonably 
enthusiastic pitch. Some specific methods are: 

reading the class the more sig- 
nificant pieces work turned in. 

work the students. 

The unsigned writing opinions, giving 
frank reactions the work read. 

The reading aloud representative short 
stories, poems, plays, etc., written preferably 
contemporary authors merit. 

Occasional library reading periods. 

Occasional writing practice during class. 

listening period for worth-while radio 
programs (if such coincide with class time). 

The listening symphony records, 
followed immediately writing practice.

Plenty Reading

the writing short stories, the student 
should hold mind two major cautions: (1) 
work for naturalness conversation be- 
tween characters; and (2) exclude any 
details which some direct indirect way 
not lead the outcome the story.

word caution can appropriately 
spoken possible critics amateur poetic 
efforts. more less indulgent and sympa- 
thetic attitude the part both teacher 
and students probably will afford the best 
classroom environment for the continued ef- 
fort and development the poet. 

The Catholic hierarchy greatly interested 
training young people how write plays 
those suitable not only for local Sodality and 
parish groups, but drama that can serve 
subtle apostolate reaching wider non- 
Catholic audience. 

interesting project play writing that 
has been worked out some high school 
classes seems utilize admirably the talents 
each member. impromptu plot for 
play developed first orally the class, 
scene scene, and then acted front the 
room. New details plot evolve through this 
extemporaneous dialogue method, and grad- 
ually the play takes shape. Later, with the 
memory the naturalness the scenes and 
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conversations still fresh their minds, the 
students write the play either its entirety 
merely different individual scenes; and, 
the latter case, each person chooses the scene 
that most appeals him.

Attempt Novels 


Ordinarily, students not begin the writ- 
ing novels until they have had fair 
amount practice with other literary forms. 
Usually beginners are too modest attempt 
this more complex medium until they have 
poems, etc. Yet novel writing senior high 
school level not disdained, for 
accomplishes two worth-while purposes. First, 
the scope the project usually requires the 
amateur write more than ordinarily 
would thus gain valuable experience. 
And second, the novel provides medium for 
the expression vivid emotions and reactions 
that might not otherwise remembered 
the student later years. 

While some few instructors may object that 
the finished product invariably will reveal too 
many indications immaturity publish- 
able, still they have grant that attendant 
educational gains make the project worthy 
one. 

Most educators agree that novel writing 
should encouraged and that training can- 
not start too soon. Father Walker puts it: 
regretted that Catholic authors 
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have faced novel writing with averted gaze. 
Next Catholic drama, the weakest 
our literary forms, and yet the best me- 
dium for reaching the general reader. Through 
the past decade people have been sickened and 
embittered the pagan stories. They are 
anxious steer away from the literary wind 
that has been blowing from the graveyards 
and get decent, clean breath again, such 
the larger air Catholicism readily 
offers too bad, now that there 
demand and great opportunity, that our 
shelves are not weighed down with great 
Catholic novels.”

Space does not permit the development 
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similar purposely general “units study” 
other expressional media that certain students 
will adopt. enterprising instructor can, 
without too much trouble, however, gather 
bibliographical material and writing methodol- 
ogy for such other fields biography, essay, 
criticism, news writing, etc. must under- 
stood, course, that not concentrate 
the “units” exclusively for set periods 
time, but rather refer them class occa- 
sion calls forth some discussion the princi- 
ples underlying the writing forms question. 


Seeking Market 


toward the close the course student 
turns work that offers publication promise, 
the instructor may suggest two outlets, de- 
pending the quality the writing: may 
advise that the school newspaper magazine 
solicited print the material, that 
outside professional market sought. the 
latter case, two guides will helpful ac- 
quainting the student with editorial wishes, 
word lengths, and prices per word: The Cath- 
olic Writer’s Magazine Market, 1943, compiled 
the St. Peter Canisius Writers’ Guild; and 
The Catholic Writer 1946, edited 
Edoardo Marolla.

Working the prin- 
ciple that “the kingdom Heaven suffereth 
violence, and only the violent bear away,” 
had set himself very young child 
prevent these potential enemies from setting 
much camp within his own fortresses. Not 
that John Birnsdorfer would have told you 
that that was what was doing, for likely 
never thought quite those terms. 
What set himself was let God 
have His way within his young boyish soul. 
Hence, any least thing which looked like in- 
terference with the free exercise God’s rule 
His chosen domain, was out for the earnest 
youngster. That not easy sounds 
nor simple reads off the printed page. 
You have had experience; you know! 
man’s job alert all the time, keep 
watch the thoughts that careening 
through your mind, moment for moment; and 
when they come soft feet, very easy 
taken offguard and have whole regi- 
ment within before you realize that you left 
the gate bars down. 
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Johnny Birnsdorfer took all this campaign- 
ing very much for granted. his sweet and 
unsuspecting simplicity, never seemed 
occur him that others among his own con- 
temporaries were not making the same huge 
effort. There was way could have 
learned otherwise, for had such 
tion for uprightness character and out and 
out holiness even among the children with 
whom played, that his approach, all un- 
seemly conduct ceased; all careless talk and 
unkind criticism others stopped once. 
“Here comes Johnny Birnsdorfer” was the 
sort “Cheesit!” which somebody would 
utter and the little gang sprouted wings, tem- 
porarily least. But his little friends loved 
him; they did not find him wet blanket, 
though they did agree quite unanimously 
among themselves that the Birnsdorfer lad 
was saint. 

Modern Saint 

Today, St. Conrad, has about him still 
the sweet unspoiled charm the little child. 
should very proud him; belongs 
right our own times, proving once again 
that century has monopoly courage, 
nor does any century suffer from dearth 
people violent enough achieve the kingdom 
heaven. died, St. Conrad did, holy 
Capuchin brother, 1894, was beatified 
1930, and canonized 1934. Since had 
been born three days before Christmas 
1818, you see was ripe old trooper 
when was cailed home his Commander, 
Christ. Because was born Parzham 
Bavaria, know him St. Conrad 
Parzham, Conrad being the name which the 
Capuchins gave him, and Parzham being the 
name his native village. 

The ninth child the family, John had the 
advantage not only the teaching and exam- 
ple very good and holy parents, but also 
the fine example his older brothers and 
sisters. When was 14, his saintly mother 
died, followed two years later his father. 
The death the parents made difference, 
however, the devout Christian life the 
Birnsdorfer family. The older children looked 
after the younger ones and continued putting 
first things first the parents had done. 
There are parents who thus succeed im- 
planting such steadfastness virtue their 
children that their children continue with the 
principles inculcated their young lives 
long they live. know family which 
the father died when the oldest boy was 
and the oldest girl was 13. When the oldest 
girl was and the oldest boy 19, the mother 
died. There are eight children that family, 
two boys are priests, one girl nun, one 
boy splendid leader Catholic Action, 
and the whole family most exemplary the 
fine Christian life led the members. had 
some the boys that family high 
school, and one day, asked Eugene right 
out: “Tell something. Your parents died 
when you folks were still quite young. Why 
are you all fine and law abiding and such 
all-round splendid folks?” don’t know,” 
answered rather shyly; parents tried 
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instill the fear and love God into us, 
guess, and when mother died, she told 
kids that were obey older brother 
and sister just would have obeyed 
her and dad. That’s all there was it. 
thought she had right say that, and 
that’s what try do.”

That was all right back the eighteen 
hundreds. you know that there are men 
driving trucks into town each day along Wis- 
consin and Michigan and Minnesota and IIli- 
nois and Indiana and other state roads, who 
recite the rosary they go? Men who hang 
some gadget the dash plainly sight 
for anybody see, and say the rosary out 
loud they drive along the country roads 
where occasionally they pick hitchhiker 
with the following introduction: 
rosary hanging there; just now saying it. 
you know how say the rosary? Then, 
shall say together,” “You will have 
excuse then, finish saying the rosary. 
say every day this trip and have not 
quite finished it.” Yes sir, that going 
right this minute 1946. Men and women 
who belong the Legion Mary have re- 
solved fight for her under her banner and 
conquer the world for her Son through 
fidelity her and under her aegis. you 
have good red blood you, you have any 
fighting spirit for worthy cause, you have 
any the violence Johnny Birnsdorfer 
you, get yourself informed about the Le- 
gion Mary and join up; you don’t have, 
you won’t. Not everybody has, you know. 
That what makes St. Conrad stand out 
exception, when really did only what 
our Saviour that’s the 
perfect. 

The Saints Were There 

John placed pictures our Lord and the 
saints the barn and often would stop 
pray before them, once while even with 
outstretched arms. You would not sur- 
prised, you knew anything about farming, 
see picture Dan Patch the barn. 
Away back when, was the world’s fastest 
horse, pacer who ran mile one minute 
fifty-six and quarter seconds. That pretty 
fast —for horse. The picture showed Dan 
Patch with all four feet off the ground, and, 
oh, was the envy every horse owner 
(advertised Gold Coin Stock Food, some- 
thing like that). Well, breeding fast horses, 
raising fat hogs, the best milch cows 
the countryside the ambition any par- 
ticular farmer, why not? And, farmer’s 
ambition God’s will perfectly feed- 
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ing horses and milking cows and raising sheep, 
may inclined pin reminders for 
himself other people who achieved holiness 
doing the will God their daily occupa- 
tions. all works out the same way; every- 
thing depends upon what you want most 
achieve. 


Early Mass 

John Birnsdorfer was “lazy bones” who 
found convenient spend much his 
time his knees prayer, which usually 
easier than wearing your feet the bone be- 
hind the plow breaking your back pitching 
hay stacking grain. Even the winter 
months went Holy Mass daily. There 
was village not too far away where there 
was such Mass practically each day four- 
thirty; yes, that’s right, four-thirty. get 
there, you understand John had rise before 
four-thirty and there was some distance 
walk, and walked it. That brought him 
back time for the early morning chores 
the farm. Try that sort thing for one week 
you want test your mettle and measure 
against the standard John Birnsdorfer 
(died 1894). recognized Sunday for 
what was designed be, the Lord’s day. 
would for early Mass Griesbach 
which was four miles from his home. That 
probably would take him about hour and 
half walk the distance. Can you mile 
less than twenty minutes? greeted peo- 
ple whom met with “Praised Jesus 
Christ” which was not unusual greeting 
those parts and not now, unless Hitler has 
been more thorough than hope. While 
will probably some time before use 
that beautiful greeting commonly, what 
there prevent from saying Morn- 
ing” while inside bow just little and say 
“Hail Christ” Him whom recognize 
our neighbor? 

1830, King Louis rescinded certain re- 
strictions previously made ministers the 
reign his predecessors, and made pos- 
sible for Catholics make pilgrimages 
much loved shrines. John Birnsdorfer hopped 
the chance make frequent pilgrimages 
the shrine Our Lady Alt-Oetting. 
describes one such pilgrimage: “We usually 
started off one two o’clock the morn- 
ing, taking with some scant provisions. 
walked the entire distance some miles 
Passau, fasting and praying. Arrived the 
shrine received the sacraments. Then after 
brief period the open air when ate our 
lunch, returned into the church where 
continued our prayers until were ready for 
the return journey the afternoon.” 


Our Lady’s Knights 


There something chivalrous and highly 
admirable about the attachment and the fealty 
strong man our Lady. One tempted 
envy the days chivalry when any num- 
ber gay knights chose our Lady for their 
ladylove and performed their gallant deeds 
honor her; but one should not yield the 
temptation. said before, there are plenty 
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her Legion who are jousting daily win the 
reward her approval and her smile, 
You can, too—if you want to. There 
very much the same kind battle 
fought even wear less armor, and fewer 
converted bombers. 

For those who place their life and all its 
concerns the hands their heavenly 
Father, directs all things good. 
John Birnsdorfer did that. When John was 
twenty years old, God provided very saintly 
priest who served John’s spiritual director. 
him John went each week for ten years 
confession, though meant walking twenty 
miles each way. that same time, made 
mission with great fervor; and was prob- 
ably during that mission that John decided 
upon entering upon religious life. Under the 
direction and with the help his pious dir- 
ector, Father Dullinger Aigen, John en- 
tered with the Capuchins Alt-Oetting, the 
shrine his first love. 

can only imagine what must have 
meant this young man who had walked 
cheerfully the early hour one two 
o’clock the morning order get Holy 
Mass each day, now live the very same 
house and under the same roof with this Mag- 
net his soul. And all places right 
the very shrine Our Lady Alt-Oetting! 
One thinks him dutiful page serving 
his Lady serving her subjects. was 
about when was invested with the 
coveted habit Capuchin brother and 
given the name Conrad. was assigned 
the duty porter, and was porter that 
won his spurs, became full-fledged knight 
and was crowned victor life’s tournament. 


Assistant Gardener 


During his novitiate, Conrad was expected, 
was every Capuchin novice, learn some 
trade. Conrad was assigned assistant 
the monastery gardener. You remember that 
John Birnsdorfer, had worked the 
farm and had been very essential one 
the workers their large estate. You will 
also remember that was the time 
his investiture the habit; hence, was 
now novice, having spent two years 
candidate for the Order. you know 
anything about the novitiate religious 
order? the nearest thing what heaven 
must the concentration the things 
God and the exclusion everything merely 
the earth, earthy. also the time when the 
groundwork the observance the Rule and 


practicing the vows laid. the 


boot training. You learn you are 
told. Read this again when you are years 
old especially you are living rather in- 
dependent life and doing your own thinking 
and paddling your own canoe pretty much. 
Would any problem for you, you 
suppose, wait until you are told just how 
deep make the little furrows for sowing 
carrot seeds, when water the garden and 
how much, how make the rows straight, 
which are weeds and which are not, and how 
transplant cabbages, for the better part 
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your years, you had lived huge 
farm and done those things successfully and 
wholesale? 

was not too easy for Conrad, but 
managed submerge his own ideas and sub- 
mit his own will, though you notice what 
effort must have cost him from the entries 
made among his resolutions about that 
time. 

will often ask myself when crosses and 
pain come upon me: Conrad, why are you 
here? 

will carefully observe silence much 
possible. will always sparing 
words conversation and thereby avoid 
many faults and able converse the 
better with God. 

will always practice obedience exactly 
and punctually, and will strive conquer 
own will all things. 


Religious Vows 

October 1852, Brother Conrad was per- 
mitted pronounce his holy vows. Placing 
his hands those the Father Guardian, 
said very simply: “I, Brother Conrad, vow 
and promise Almighty God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, our Blessed Father Francis, 
all the saints, and you, Father, ob- 
serve all the days life the rule the 
Friars Minor, living obedience, without 
property and Unless and until 
you yourself have taken vows, and know the 
thrill that comes over you you pronounce 
these momentous words; unless you have 
yourself been lifted right out yourself 
the choir’s have chosen abject 
the house the Lord rather than dwell 
among unless you have yourself 
been carried away with your own enthusiastic 
“Take and receive all liberty, receive 
memory, and will. Whatever have, You 
have given me. You restore all 
disposed Your will. Give but Your 
love and Your grace, and rich enough,” 
you cannot know what means pronounce 
vows. say today, “out this 
world.” You are disposed for martyrdom; 
nothing would too much. God, God, only 
God matters. You are resolved live forever 
for God and for Him alone. You are ready 
give without counting the cost. Faintly, but 
very faintly, somewhere far back your 
consciousness, you seem hear somebody 
saying your vows,’ saith the Lord.” 
Oh, but you are ready; indeed, this the cul- 
mination all your desires. This what you 
had prayed for all through your candidature 
and your novitiate; for this you read yourself 
deep into the life St. John Berchmans 
the Little Flower she was not 30; St. Igna- 
was older, course, and see 
how struggled and how much suffered! 
But what it? was for God, was not; 
and God worth anything can offer Him! 
And then the three great days visiting with 
friends are over, and you are assigned 
mission. You longer hear the many-voiced 
choir singing Posuit signum and Regnum 
mundi. You alone your group mis- 
sion where you are the youngest among sea- 
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soned members the community, whom 
members who, though they may still have 
their head the clouds, have managed 
plant their feet firmly the ground. No- 
body seems effervesce; bells ring and every- 
body goes quietly about the duty the 
moment; you the same: you are paying 
your vows. And the same the next day 
and the day after that, and the next day also, 
until you begin say the younger mem- 
bers who begin come year after year “Well, 
nine more years and shall having 
golden jubilee; don’t know where the time 
has flown, but figures don’t lie, guess.” 


Porter for God 


Brother Conrad was sent immediately after 
his vows Alt-Oetting take charge the 
door, serve porter. was enormously 
important assignment, as, course, any as- 
signment the house the Lord must neces- 
sarily be. But this particular position was 
easily recognizable everybody 
very important. Alt-Oetting was famous 
shrine our Lady. Thousands pilgrims 
came the shrine, hundreds them each 
day various periods during the year. The 
poor came; nobles came; very holy people 
came there bask the smile their lovely 
Lady; sinners came find peace soul again 
through Mary’s intercession. The porter met 
them all. had tactful and gracious, 
and yet must not sacrifice his own recol- 
lection spirit and religious concentration 
the things God for all his contact with 
people the world. Older men Alt- 
raised their brows. Religious never count their 
chronological age when measuring maturity, 
but their age “in religion”; Brother Conrad, 
for all his years, was still recently pro- 
fessed young religious. The biography his 
used his canonization tells that some 
his brethren resolved that somebody had 
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made mistake and they would not take 
him in; they would not give him cell nor 
have him the monastery. Conrad could see 
their opposition him only the strictest 
justice: had chosen abject the 
house the Lord; this was it. When even his 
superiors said, “Brother Conrad must remem- 
ber that kept here only out pure 
charity,” knew they were telling the truth, 
and was surprised right out his sandals 
when they did tolerate him all. For this 
had taken his vows; meant follow 
Christ; this was the way one did one’s 
small and imperfect manner. And Conrad was 
grateful for every little trial that made his 
pathway through life take any least simi- 
larity that Him who became 
and man.” that way lies sanctity. 

For years, served faithfully porter 
this monastery. Among his duties were the

While these du- 
ties were over seven the evening, they 
began six the morning, and very fre- 
quently, Brother Conrad would much 
earlier than that prepare for the saying 
Mass for missionaries who had take 
early train fathers who were going out 
help neighboring parishes. Also, Conrad 
rose each night midnight for prayer with 
the rest the monastery.

fession and must Father Vincent; could 
he, please, have Father Vincent? Certainly, 
certainly, good man. Brother Conrad 
walked directly the monastery church, went 
the foot the little chicken stairs that led 
the bell tower and called: Vincent, 
there man who wants you come 
hear his Nobody but Brother 
Conrad and God knows even now how 
knew exactly where find the poor fugitive, 
but found him, and easily. 


The Voice God 
Brother Conrad, because had taken 
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vow obedience, and because had been 
assigned serve porter, the bell was the 
voice God, and whatever his superiors com- 
manded him whatever wishes they ex- 
pressed were him the commands God. 
And that not always easy sounds. 
For instance, was customary each year 
the first Sunday July that there was spe- 
cial pilgrimage some thousand twelve 
hundred pilgrims the shrine Alt-Oetting. 
After the solemn high Mass and after receiv- 
ing the sacraments— you may well imagine 
how long all that took, the pilgrims were ac- 
customed have refreshments served them 
the monastery. The refreshments were not 
elaborate, but hot July morning, they 
were likely very refreshing: bread and cold 
beer. was done always. Why, was part 
the lark for some these people who were 
not too bent only the spiritual elements 
pilgrimage. Came new Father Guardian; 
nonsense, the monastery would not serve re- 
freshments; Brother Conrad was not serve 
anybody anything this first Sunday July, 
nor from here in, any first Sunday 
July. The Father Guardian, save himself 
annoyance, was absent from the monastery 
this particular Sunday. There was just one 
thing for Brother Conrad do, and did 
it. told the people that refreshments were 
not being served. told them sweetly 
knew how, and that was very sweetly; and 
though they stormed and demanded know 
what ever had gotten into the monks that they 
were upsetting tradition this outrageous 
fashion, Brother Conrad maintained his equa- 
nimity and never complained nor said im- 
patient word nor made impatient gesture. 


Everybody’s Counselor 


People all ages and from every walk 
life came depend upon Brother Conrad for 
direction and consolation matter what 
problem difficulty. His usual advice was: 
“We shall pray over it.” His main source 
help and inspiration were the Sacred Heart 
Jesus, and His Holy Mother Mary. Brother 
Conrad was ever the faithful knight our 
Lady. Little children with hungry hearts 
starving bodies, young people with powerful 
temptations with elaborate plans for their 
own future greatness, older persons who had 
lost their way the Kingdom had lost 
their interest life and living: all found 
Brother Conrad the beautiful friendship 
Christ. They were made feel and sincerely 
so, that they mattered individually Brother 
Conrad, that until could solace them 
some manner, nothing else mattered. 

And, matter what was doing, when 
the doorbell rang, answered once. 
was table and just about lift cup 
drink, put down; was the 
sometimes was practically 
rapt ecstasy when the bell rang, went 
once answer it, leaving God for God, 
somebody once put very beautifully; 
was had little enough 
it—he left immediately answer. You 
might say died answering the doorbell. 
was ill; was his last illness, and was very 
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weak and quite helpless. The doorbell rang; 
rang again. Brother Conrad supposed and 
correctly —that the porter had not heard it. 
very great effort, rose from his bed, 
reached the door his room and called 
the porter. There Brother Conrad collapsed 
the arms another brother and died just 
the Angelus rang Saturday the twenty- 
first April 1894. Our Lady would come 
for her faithful knight Saturday and the 
time when the Angelus was ringing. 


Ring His Bell 

Brother Conrad has not changed. still 
the same dear brother, answering your ringing 
his doorbell promptly ever, perhaps 
even more promptly now since his age 
longer slows his steps. you need somebody 
who has hidden himself away bell tower, 
ask St. Conrad; will find him for you 
promptly. you have been accustomed 
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having bread and beer the first July, 
and God the Father Guardian says bread 
and beer,” you ask St. Conrad anyway, and 
will get you something ever much 
better, something better than you could ever 
have thought of, for God never goes away 
keep out consulting distance. you have 
broken doll broken heart airplane 
that will not take off depressed spirit 
which will not rise above the overcast, ask St. 
Conrad. cannot promise you what will 
do; but can promise will something 
and right away, and always will charm- 
ing and delightful. 

And, you make just little effort 
alert God’s will imitation St. Conrad, 
there just limit the things will 
for you even without your asking. Whenever 
you are trouble and need immediate help, 
ring his doorbell, and wait. You will not have 
wait long. 


The Psalms Literature and Drama

The present revival enthusiasm for the 
psalms puts one mind the story they are 
all delighting tell Paul Cezanne. seems 
that, far from ever claiming his title 
“Father the Modern Cezanne spent 
his life comparative obscurity, was accus- 
tomed, fact, hand out his masterpieces 
around the little French village, which 
resided, indifferent neighbors who accepted 
them more out reluctance offending the 
old man than because any particular desire 
adorn their parlor walls with them. When 
some alert fellow became aware Cezanne’s 
genius and collected group his paintings 
into very presentable exhibit the old artist 
reported have entered the lounge leaning

the arm his son and with tears shining 
his eyes was heard murmur happily, 
“Look! They’ve framed them!” 

with something the same sort 
heartfelt pleasure that sworn-and-true Bible 
lovers are witnessing the present popularity 
the psalms. For psalmody truly coming 
into its own both literature and drama 
these present days. There can doubt- 
ing the fact that the interpretative poten- 
tialities the psalms are almost inexhaustible. 
marvelous indeed what deep hold they 
have upon the heart humanity, and how 
ceaselessly they have re-echoed from the lips 
those who have played the history 
our race. 

With the music the psalms, shepherds 
and ploughmen cheered their toil ancient 
Palestine; Galilean fishermen pulled their oars 
the rhythm their steady beat; psalm 
supplied the daily grace with which the early 
Christians blessed their food, that same psalm 
was repeated the first Communicants 
our Lord’s table Holy Thursday night; and 
down through the ages the psalms have stayed 
the hearts and renewed the courage men. 
They come forth from 
heart St. Chrysostom fleeing from his ruth- 
less enemies; from the depths the Canter- 
bury dungeon Alice Benden; 
sickbed Wycliffe, surrounded his ene- 
mies; from the walls all our great institu- 
tions, Oxford University among them, its 
motto being the words psalmist; from the 
lonely graves the forgotten poor, the lofty 
vaults the surpassing rich; from the lips 
most the dying saints, yes from the lips 
the Master Himself, whose last words 
the Cross were those the fifth verse the 
thirty-first psalm. 
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They have unearthly fragrance about 
them, suggestion all that highest and 
best mortal; the breath Eternity 
indeed upon them since they are the inspired 
words the Holy Ghost. 


Few Difficulties 


criticize the psalms literature, very 
difficult, their text having reached with 
many losses and variations the matter 
poetic form. But compared the crude 
hymns ancient Egypt, Babylon, and Assyria, 
the songs Israel are lofty and lovely. Even 
the imprecatory national anthems, notably 
Psalm 109, the oft-discussed “enemy thy 
footstool” one, around which such thorny 
thicket suggested interpretations has grown 
up, even these vehement outbursts, star- 
tlingly full hatred for the foes Jahweh 
and Israel, read from the point view 
the writer thing which must any 
attempt appreciation the intrinsic value 
literary work) are sublime, vivid glowing, 
enthusiastic though exaggerated poetic out- 
bursts, instances higher and truer serious- 
ness. There more love than hatred them 

the all-consuming love for Jahweh 
and for Israel that overcomes them, yet the 
psalmists are ever dignified and grand; they 
can denounce fellow loftier language than 
most could bless him. 


Great Variety 


The range thought the Book Psalms 
immense: Jahweh, His temple, cult, priests, 
man, friend, foe, beasts, birds, nature, and 
all creation, animate and inanimate. 

The range emotion likewise complete: 
every feeling man that has anything 
beauty, goodness, truth, its impetus, 
finds outlet the psalms. They are charged 
with emotion; their verses tremble and flaunt, 
whisper and roar, laugh and cry, send one 
crouching one’s knees the Profundis 
mood misery, stretching tiptoe with 
exultation the Quam Dilecta temper. 

has long been opinion that good 
reading debt gratitude owed the 
contributors good writing: for appreciation 
itself art and, such, entails tech- 
nique, intensive concentration, enthusiasm, 
love. kite not good kite unless flies. 
This point view that even the unliterary 
can appreciate, one which even children with 
particular bent for poetry can appreciate; 
for, however delightful the study thought, 
theory, practice, technique, poetry, 
the glory power that makes love it, 
and the highest appreciative reading one 
loses consciousness the means which the 
poet has employed and sees only the poem. 
Great poetry made divers essences, 
all contributing the whole effectiveness and 
merged within each other that are not 
impressed with them singly, but see only the 
beauty which together they create. poem 
does not mean; is. this sense can 
say that poetry the art which feeling 
conveyed metrical language. 

for these reasons that those keenly 
aesthetic teachers who have produced such 
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exquisite renditions the psalms song, 
drama, dance, speech choir and pageantry 
are commended for the priceless gift 
enrichment interpretation which they 
have given their youngsters. Enrichment 
not confused with ornament. The first 
fuller exposition the intrinsic fullness 
beauty inherent art work, the latter 
extrinsic nature, sometimes contributory, 
more often superfluous. The Profundis can 
become breath-takingly beautiful prayer 
supplication the irresistible symbolism 
the dance; has also been interpreted with 
ornamental flavor which exaggerates the 
element self-pity the psalm and thereby 
the aesthetic experience point 
both embarrassing and irritating the spec- 
tator. Plays have been written the tender 
theme the David and Jonathan friendship, 
dramatic presentations embellished the 
wistful reveries the boy David, dreamer 
and prophet lovely things with all kinds 
possibilities, and all them with certain 
exquisite moments; but the fall sentimen- 
tality is, paradoxically, both probable and 
inexcusable, probable for the psalms bring 
generally high emotional pitch which 
are not always capable handling the 
Holy Ghost was, and inexcusable because 
the psalmist injustice when our medium 
expression denies his psalms the eloquence 
which they inherently possess unmolested. 


Understanding Needed 


So, there are both avenues beauty, and 
pitfalls into lower realms, when look 
Israel. Yet have treasure house 
beauty, both kinetic and potential the 
Book Psalms; and the teacher who 
possesses enough initiative, originality, good 
taste, and, above all, spiritual insight, can 
execute beautiful interpretations 
tions the psalms. The music the sacred 
Hebrew poetry choral, manifold, harmo- 
nious, touching all sides human experience, 
vibrating with distinct yet blended notes 
joy and grief, hope and fear, faith and doubt, 
innocence and praise. For this reason lends 
itself nicely the spirit choric verse. 
Alternating choirs heavy, light, and medium 
qualities voice each chant the verses best 
suited convey the spirit the psalm; while 
the gentle voices languish quiver fear 
and trembling, the middle choir begins 
quicken their spirits with vibrant, confident 
tones and earnest supplications, spirit fos- 
tered sublimity the rich assonant euphony 
the deep-voiced choir which overflows with 
courage and confidence, capable like raging 
fury and earth-resounding praise the divine. 

Psalm 136 lingers mind lyric 
unforgettable charm because group high 
school boys and girls once interpreted with 
something like intuitive appreciation its 
pathos. For many modern readers that par- 
ticular psalm spoiled, despite its dramatic 
excellence and tender emotion (for who can 
remain obdurate and unmoved the heart- 
ache the lonely exiles from Sion weeping 
the waters Babylon, hanging their 
harps the willows, wishing sing more) 
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but spoiled, nevertheless, because the de- 
nunciatory nature and fierce violence the 
conclusion. But with delicate, sympathetic 
touches, with true feeling and utter simplicity 
soul, those little dramatists created that 
scene for with vividness that made 
the audience appreciate never before 
the make-up the 
There concreteness Hebrew thought 
and expression which identified sin and sinner, 
instead separating them into two entities, 
lesson which Christ taught upon this world 
many centuries after they were longer 
it. Then, too, the Hebrew conception tem- 
poral retribution encouraged them secure 
their vengeance this world because nothing 


that sort would appropriately 


plished heaven. The imperfect character 
the Old Testament morality must taken 
into consideration, too; was parallel Old 
Testament beliefs which were very right the 
ancients, however wrong they seem 
today. must accept the viewpoint the 
writers and remember, when shuddering 
what seems inexcusable brutality, the ruthless 
character all primitive warfare the cen- 
turies before Christ; this ought not too 
terrible strain our powers conception 
the light what type warfare men are 
engaging today, nineteen centuries after 
His coming. 

can use the songs ancient Israel 
today, that say even the imprecatory 
ones, the spirit one who remembers that 
our principal warfare now against not mere 
weapons iron and steel but against the 
spirit wickedness high places, aganst the 
invisible powers evil rampant where 
least expect them. 

The psalms are essentially timeless, and the 
keenest enjoyment them, all lyrical 
poetry, found surrendering one’s 
self the sheer beauty the words and the 
melody the rhythm; thus hath the psalmist 
put the highest words exaltation into the 
hearts and mouths millions worshipers, 
the most remorseful throbs penitence, the 
most magnificent hymns adoration. 


Reciting the Psalms 

interpreting the psalms, and especially 
teachers will well keep mind the 
lyric upbuilding the poetic picture. Parallel- 
ism the principle balance most character- 
istic and essential the rhythmic form the 
psalm, and there are many varieties, among 
which let mention synonymous, synthetic, 
antithetic, emblematic, stairlike, 
verted parallelism. Lines are grouped into 
strophes and antistrophes, commonly pairs 
and triplets, rarely greater multiples; 
times independent strophe, like the epode 
Greek chorus, used between one 
more strophes and the corresponding anti- 
strophe. Thought balanced with thought 
throughout, line with line, couplet with cou- 
plet, strophe with antistrophe; and the clever 
interpreter will parallel the shading the 
voices the chorus harmony with the 
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skeleton the poetic form the psalm. 

The ultimate achievement for the inter- 
preter the psalms what might called 
art, for which one can give rules, nor 
state any means which works. recog- 
nize simply when find that the poet has 
spoken directly our hearts, quite simply, 
without any syllogistic reasoning, without be- 
coming involved rhetorical paraphernalia. 
then that what call “dramatic signifi- 
cance,” the moving appropriateness 
lines situations, makes itself intuitively felt. 
There has complete understanding 
and deep sympathy with the mood the 
psalmist before one can read his lines ade- 
quately. Dorothy Day, writing for The 
Catholic Worker, once told how beauty 
came Mott Street through forceful and 
vivid portrayal the psalms David 
sincere dramatic artist who brought her 
recitations not only imagination and visualiza- 
tion, but deeply spiritual insight which 
suggested more than said. With this kind 
intuition comes the purification the 
emotions, the spiritualization the imagina- 
tion, refinement opinion, ennobling 
the thinking soul. Without have 
decadent kind interpretation, which 
imagination lacking fertility and senti- 
ment sincerity, because each developed 
for its own sake. The simple verse: “And 
soul troubled exceedingly; But Thou, 
Lord, how long?” could interpreted 
variety ways, and interesting remark 
how quickly one reacts sincere and 
poignant delivery the line, and simultane- 
ously, how flat and dull the message when 
does not come from the reader’s soul. 


Prayer, Literature, Drama 


Our first task, then, stimulate love 
for psalmody and appreciation for 


prayer, literature, and drama. When 


this interest and enthusiasm has been culti- 
vated, ydungsters should encouraged 
incorporate the psalms into their lives. The 
Catholic Encyclopedia treats the theological 
value the psalms considerable detail, 
and with much affirmative emphasis. The 
spirit the supernatural has been enshrined 
the songs Israel but the human pulse 
beats strong within them; they are admirably 
suited these times, both temperament 
and style. 

There doubting the fact that the 
Church, while careful preserve due 
reverence for the entire Bible, her inspired 
rule faith and practice, has always showed 
special inclination toward the Book 
Psalms, fondness not all unreasonable 
because the universality personal appli- 
cation the philosophy behind the psalms. 
Christ and His Apostles set the example, and 
the Church has followed their precedent 
this day. has been remarked that the New 
Testament contains 183 quotations from the 
Old, 116 which are from the Book 
Psalms. 

Biblical verse has lived and retained its 
charm and popular appeal has other 
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poetry down the ages. has quality 
personal earnestness which lifts out the 
realm play acting; has even greater 
power over our feelings than such excellent 
literature Hamlet Faust, because, despite 
our absorption the distress and suffering 
which Shakespeare and Goethe depict only 
Shakespeare and Goethe can, ever retain 
mental superiority and detachment from 
the experience; experience the torture 
the heroes more vicarious way than 
when reading the psalms, for the Hebrews 
were dead earnest, what they had say 
was very real. Their poetry had and has the 
direct purpose unburdening feeling; there 
here, these are men 
writhing under mental tortures and glowing 
with spiritual delights, emotions much the 
same you and experience today; 
human life itself that has kept this poetry 
alive, everlasting truth has ever that fortuitous 
epithet “modern.” 
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and effective adaptations the 
psalms are much encouraged, especially 
the exquisite medium choral verse. Miss 
Marjorie Gullan’s Choral Speaking, and more 
especially, her The Speech Choir are enlight- 
ening texts which teachers interested 
psalmody renditions would well refer, 
the former rather technical exposition the 
art group speaking, the latter applied 
treatment the same subject. 

Our ultimate aim such endeavors 
encourage the growing love for the Bible 
these days. literature one’s reading be- 
comes the more complete one appreciates 
and grows love it, true the Bible, 
for careful reading and concentrated study 
clearly presented literary structure throws 
fuller and brighter light the whole concept. 
joy the writer’s heart see the 
growing conviction the day: that the Bible 
not only the most sacred literatures, 
but likewise the most interesting.

History tells that the Church America 
has always been dear the heart the 
Roman Pontiff. And our devotion the Holy 
See also fact recorded history. 
very particular way our affectionate devotion 
has been extended our Supreme Pontiff, 
Pope Pius XII, who was crowned March 12, 
1939, and who now gloriously reigning. The 
bloody conflict the past six years has 
brought sorrow his heart, and his prayers 
and labors are incessant for universal peace 
among the nations. 

October, 1936, before his election his 
present exalted office, Pope Pius XII visited 
the United States America Cardinal 
Secretary State. was then known 
Eugenio Pacelli. Millions Americans saw 
him, and his kind, friendly personality won 
for him enduring place the hearts 
our American people. 

the eve Christmas, 1945, Pope Pius 
gave the Church 
Christmas present, and there was world-wide 
rejoicing when the news was flashed over the 
wires and re-echoed around the world, that 
nations had been honored and that His 
Holiness had created new cardinals, the 
largest single elevation cardinals recorded 
history. For the first time many years the 
College Cardinals was brought its full 
membership number fixed 
Pope Sixtus the year 1586.

Mozambique her southern coast. Thus, for 
the first time, every continent will have 
representative the Sacred College. 

secret consistory was held the Holy 
Father February 18, 1946, for the special 
ceremony that raised the prelates the 
cardinalate. This marked the largest creation 
cardinals the history the Papacy. The 
largest number previously named any one 
time was 31, elevated Pope Leo the

Teaching the Sixth Commandment 
and the Doctrine Matrimony 


The task instructing children the 
matter the sixth comntandment and the 
Catholic doctrine concerning the sacrament 
matrimony far from easy for the teacher 
Christian doctrine. the one hand, she 
not expected give what commonly 
called sex instruction. For, according ac- 
cepted Catholic principles, such instruction 
given boys and girls their 
parents. Futhermore, since the needs each 
child differ according his individual men- 
tal and physical development, sex instruction 
should given child privately, not 
classroom children. the words the 
late Father Felix Kirsch, O.F.M.Cap.: “De- 
tailed knowledge sex matters should never 
imparted group young people. The 
detailed knowledge must given the child 
individually, according his personal needs. 
group the child will not ask questions. 
The presence the other children also 
stimulus levity, and the knowledge thus

And course, the giving 
sex instruction the ordinary sense would 
particularly embarrassing for the religious 
teacher, bound solemn promise God 
exclude forever even lawful sex gratification 
from her life.

Nowadays particularly world that 
abounds allurements impurity and com- 
pletely ignores the sacredness marriage, 
those children whom the Church undertakes 
instruct may not permitted enter the 
battle life with only hazy ideas what 
prescribed and forbidden the sixth com- 
mandment, and what are the duties and the 
ends the married state. Nor lawful

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stimulate the curiosity the young 
truths and vague statements and then leave 
them that condition; whatever instruction 
given them the subject sex and purity 
must definite and fully intelligible. 

The chief points put into practice 
the teacher Christian doctrine can 
proposed, think, the form five rules: 

The instruction must gradual, adapted 
the mentality and the needs the average 
child the particular group that being 
instructed. couse, this simply the ap- 
plication general principle pedagogy; 
but must stressed this connection be- 
cause would particularly unfortunate, 
explaining the sixth commandment and 
matrimony, either give the younger chil- 
dren information that too extensive and 
definite give the older children informa- 
tion that too vague and meager. From the 
very fact that Catechism No. contains 
list the ten commandments and the defini- 
tion matrimony and some questions the 
sixth and ninth commandments can con- 
clude that even children seven eight 
years age are expected learn something 
about these matters. Naturally, the instruction 
should quite limited and general; and 
ordinarily the little ones have inclination 
seek further knowledge. far matri- 
mony concerned, suffices that they know 
that the married state has been sanctified 
our Lord through special sacrament, and that 
husband and wife are obliged love each 
other and live together and bring their 
children properly. Sins against the sixth and 
ninth commandments would seem ex- 
plained sufficiently they are defined 
thoughts, words, actions that are impure, 
dirty, unclean, immodest, nasty. 

With the child’s educational progress there 
can more extensive and more explicit 
treatment these subjects. When the teacher 
instructing high school pupils, the explana- 
tion sins against the sixth commandment 
can include such terms petting, kissing, 
embracing, immodest touches with oneself 
with others. These are not pleasant topics 
discuss, but view the conditions that 
are quite common among young folks today, 
blunt and explicit attack these sinful 
practices called for. discussing matri- 
mony before pupils years age, 
would not out order speak preg- 
nancy, the pain childbearing, the 
terrible sin abortion, even the grave 
transgression God’s law committed 
married people who practice birth control. 
Such topics are treated the papal encycli- 
cal Christian marriage, which surely can 
given into the hands boys and girls 
17; and consequently would not rep- 
rehensible mention these topics the 
classroom, feature religious education. 

article which appeared the Catholic 
School Journal for May, 1930, Sister Mary 
Agnesine, the School Sisters Notre 
Dame, suggests the use question box 
which the pupils can deposit questions con- 
cerning the sixth commandment and matri- 
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mony, answered the teacher the 
course the religious instruction. Thus, the 
pupils are spared the embarrassment they 
might feel asking the questions openly, and 
the teacher has the opportunity prepare 
answer carefully and prudently something 
she might not succeed doing she at- 
tempted reply extemporaneously.

And this 
method quite harmony with the mind 
our Holy Father, Pope Pius XII, who 
sermon the Women Catholic Action 
October 26, 1941, told mothers that they 
should answer the questions their children 
concerning sex and nature prudently and dis- 
creetly, but above all truthfully, and that they 
should forestall the acquisition sex knowl- 
edge from unapproved and dangerous sources 
imparting their children correct notions 
whenever they are questioned. 
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The child who asks question class con- 
cerning the sixth commandment should not 
reproved, even the question indicates 
precociousness measure sophistication 
above the average the group. all pos- 
sible, answer—and truthful answer, 
even though somewhat general 
given. girl nine naively asks: “What 
adultery?” surely unwarranted for the 
teacher answer that nice little girls don’t 
talk those things. For the little girl can 
reason that God spoke about adultery 
when gave the commandments, cannot 
terribly wrong for her mention it. 
And she quite likely seek the desired 
information elsewhere perhaps from some- 
one whose explanation will crude and 
shocking. All this might have been avoided 
the teacher told the little questioner quite 
simply that adultery very grave sin com- 
mitted married person who wrongly 
loves someone more than his her partner 
marriage. 

should said imply that 
sex itself wrong that the proper use 
sex sinful degrading. The inclination 
gratify the sexual appetite has been implanted 
human nature God Himself, and there- 
fore cannot bad. the inclination 
gratify this appetite inordinately, manner 
opposed God’s law, that must repressed. 
Religious teachers especially must remember 
this distinction discussing matrimony and 
the sixth commandment with high school boys 
and girls. they approach maturity, these 
young folks naturally feel drawn toward those 
the opposite sex; and there nothing 
sinful about this. simply the manifesta- 
tion God’s plan foster the sacred insti- 
tution marriage and thus maintain the 
human race existence. That boys 
should attracted toward girls the 
same age, and vice versa entirely ex- 
pected; and ridiculous for educator 
denounce such attraction something 
evil. Because Catholic boy likes walk 
school with the girl who lives next door 
reason why should eyed askance 
one the verge moral ruin. Father Kirsch 
brings out good point when says: “It 
important remember that the companion- 
ship friendship normal adolescent boys 
and girls lacks the beginning all thought 
the physical side sex.

consequences such sins. not uncommon 
for children given the idea that every 
sin against the sixth commandment 
mortal sin. This not true. Every deliberate 
sin impurity mortal sin; but there can 
sins immodesty which are venial sins, 
even when deliberately performed, such the 
reading story that somewhat objection- 
able through motive mere curiosity. 
course, the pupils should taught that the 
performance something evil without full 
deliberation venial sin most; and that 
temptations not consented are not sins 
all. The teacher must cognizant 
important distinction she wishes her pupils 
have correct notion Catholic moral 
teaching this subject. Needless say, she 
should admonish the pupils avoid even 
venial sins immodesty. 

Again, teacher could wrong giving 
the children the impression that habits 
impurity are sure cause grave harm the 
natural order, such sickness insanity. 
have read the statement Catholic edu- 
cator that often early death the result 
bad habit. Now, true that one who 
allows any passion become the all-absorbing 
interest his life will very likely suffer phys- 
ically even mentally; but the average young 
person who indulges sins impurity does 
not this extreme, and hence not 
justifiable teach that even the occasional 
commission sin this kind will usually 
produce grave bodily psychic injury. 
child has been given this impression and later 
discovers that false, may inclined 
think that all the instruction received 
the subject erroneous and consequence 
throw away all bounds restraint. 

The teacher must remember that chas- 
tity positive, not merely negative virtue, 
that she must not contented with merely 
warning the pupils against impurity but must 
impress them with the nobility and the hero- 
ism perfect purity.

Some dances lend themselves readily for step development; 
and the teaching such dance real pleasure. The minuet 
dance affords the teacher excellent opportunity develop 
the various steps and parts and thus observe the dance unfold, 
develop, and grow.

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Reading the Elementary School 


spite the abundant material which 
currently being written about remedial 
reading, still desirable that students learn 
read correctly the first place. fact not 
few educators are convinced that correct 
reading habits must acquired 
elementary grades most cases they are 

Elementary grade teachers can much 
example inculcate correct reading techniques 
their students. More often than not they 
are models, and the pupils’ conscious imitation 
them likely basic reading experi- 
ence which will carried through life. For 
this reason grade school teachers should fre- 
quently read their classes and they should 
choose materials which are interesting. 

One teacher midwestern school uses the 
recess periods rainy days read articles 
special appeal members the class.

Catholic institutions should study the oppor- 
tunity for purchasing war surplus material 
greatly reduced prices, according statement 
issued the central office the Sodality 
Our Lady, 3742 Pine Blvd., St. Louis Mo. 
preliminary survey this matter made 
Frank Riley, research editor The Queen’s 
Work, Sodality magazine, contains the following 
data: 

the first this year the Federal Govern- 
ment had declared about ten billion dollars worth 
war surplus available for sale. Catholic schools 
and hospitals may buy surplus federal property 
discount per cent below “fair value.” 
This usually amounts about 1/3 the retail 
price. Other Catholic nonprofit institutions (not 


engaged education and public health) may buy 
surplus preferential basis “fair price,” 
but not the per cent discount. 

Property that can acquired preferen- 
tial basis includes not only goods directly used 
for health and education but also those needed 
for operational purposes. the case schools, 
for example, this includes besides desks and text- 
books, plumbing equipment, heaters, cafeteria 
equipment, and other machines.
